Pellow-Gitizens of the Senate and House of Representatives: elo oo aa a ooa 
The power and authority appertaining to the office of Governor of Alabama, Havin devolvediipon ` 
meutider the Constitution, since the election of the late Chief Magistrate td the Senate’of the United 
States, though distrustful of my ability for the proper discharge of such a duty—t proceed, under a 
sense of obligation, and agreeably to the usage héretofore established in like cases; to ‘give to the Ger- 
eral Assembly, information of the State of the Government, and to recommend to their consideration, 
such measures as are deemed expedient.’ . . a 

We are called upon, gentlemen, to reñew our thanks to a kind and bountiful Providence, for the con- 
tinued blessings which he has bestowed upon us as a people, diring the year that has passed since your 
jast cunual medting. Although we lave been visifed in the meantime with an extraordinary season of 
pecuniary pressure and distress, we have stili been highly favored. ‘The crops of gtain and other 
necessaries in most parts of the State have been abundant; and there has been made d fair average 
crop of our great staple production. ith slight local exceptions the health of our people have been 
good, and general peace and tranquility have prevailed. Se i 

Te provide if possible for the exigencies of the times, conneeted with, and growing ont of preat pecu- 
niafy convulsion tó which Ihave alluded, my predecessor convened an Extra-Session of the General 
Agsembiy in June last. Among the Laws enacted at that Session, the most prominent and important 
was one, for “extending the time of indebtedness to the Bank of the State of Alabama and its brancbes 
«for legalizing the suspension of specie payments-—and for other purposes?” The operationsand ef- 
fects of this law furnish subjects which are expected no doubt to claim my aftention, and will demand 
more of Jess of yours. I have only to observe, thatfor want of accurate formation it is out of -my 
power to spenk definitely and fully respeeting the action-of the several banks of :the State tinder the 
law in.quesfion. Commissioners were appointed according to law, in proper time to examine‘into the 
condition and operations of all the banks, including the State Bank and branches and the two private 
Stock Banks in Mobile, whose several reports will be laid before you, it is presumed, early in the sos- 
sion, and will farnish you with full details of the business and transactions of all; aud each for the past 
year, ; ’ 

_, It affords me pleasure to bear testimony to the happy effeet produced indur affairs by the law above 
mentioned. Within a very short period after its passage, distrust and alarmi ina great measure subsided; 
and quiet and confidence between individuals respecting their pecuniary matters, were to a very ton- 
siderable degree restored. I am informed by those who have had opportunities of knowing, that the 
sumber of suits brought to the Fall term of our Circuit Courts, as compared with the number brought 
to the previous spring Term of the Circuit Courts. or the summer Term of the County Courts was great- 

ly diminished; in many counties as much as one-third or even one-half. . a 

Ít gives me equal or even greater pleasure to inform you, that I do not perceive, that thislaw has bad 
any effect in depreciating the notes of thé State Bank und its branches, beyond the depreciation {éom- 
pared with specie as a standard) which the suspension of specie payments had previously dnd unavoida- 
biy occasioned. The paper of our Banks continues to be received among ourselves without hésitation. 
at par, eyen in the payment of judgement debts; and still passes currently, as Pam informed, in most 
of the surrounding States. Amidst the generat distrhet and confusion which prevail,{ an convinced, it 
may be truly said of Alabama, that she enjoys a currency which gives her citizens lebe vexation and 
tréuble—ia their domestic dealings at least—has more uniformity~and excites less apprehension of ul- 
timate entire soundness than any other State in the Union. And tq what ts all this referable, but to the 
fact, that the faith and credit of the State are pledged for the redemption of her notes; That the cré- 
dit of our paper should remain. so good under the circumstances is another strong proof of the excel- 
legce of our State Bank system. Letus, gentlemen, steadfastly maintain and guard the State Back 
system. Andif we could ouly devise some mode of organizing our directories which would Keep sel-

The Five Millions of State Bonds directed by the law of the late Extrg-Session to' be issued to the 
State Bank and its several branches în equal portions, were prepared soon after the adjournment— 
whether these Bonds or any part ‘of them have yet been disposed of, 1 am not officially informed.

isyet entirely allayed. When we were prosperous and flourishing, men wanted more banking capita! 
to facilitate the business, and develope, as they Said; the resources of the conorty.. Now, that we, to- 
‘gether with the whole Unign, are suffering under the effecte. of'a great pecuniary conyulsion, there is no 
remedy Jor one- disorders, with many, but more banks and banking capinal, Fam candidly of opinion, 
gentlemen, that we donot want any more baking capital. Fam undér the impression that we kare al- 
ready more than prudence eyer recommended, or our jost want required, Ax tothe evils of the tiniest, 
they have heen bropght upon this State. and npod the whole Upion;in parent measure, by a heedless 
creation of banks and wild and prodigal jazyesot bank paper, The whole country is reduced just to 
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that point where there is no resotirce left but the simple and natural one of growing and working out of 
its difficulties, In respect to the Banks which we now have, there is one object which above all others 
we should keep steadily in view—the resumption of specie payments—aund we shall have enough to do 
to accumplish that object. And the State Bonds naw undisposed of should be so employed as to effect, 
if possible, this great object; they should then be promptly taken up and cancelled and not be permitted 
ia my humble judgment, upon any account, to become permanently added tothe present banking capi- 
“talof the State.: Te ; . 

In the discharge of that part of my- duty, by which I am required to recommend to the General As. 
sembly such measures as k may deem expedient, I would respectfully call your atteution to a thorough 
revision of the Criminal Law, and would-farther recommend to you the adoption of the Penstentiary sys- 
tem of punishment. This subject is not a novel one with the General Assembly of Alabama 
aware, yet asense of my duty and its importance constrains me to invite your attention to itagain. 

Our penal code is defective—in my opinion radically sq; the system is.wrong. Whatis the great end 
andaim ofhuman punishment? It is not vengeance—it is not retribution—it is this and no more—to 
terrify evil doers—to deter men from crime. And how is this tobe accomplished? There is cne only 
means—certainly of adequate punishment. No penal code can ever be effectual which does not atterl 
shut-put and take away from the offender all hope and expectation ofescape or impunity after bis guilt 
has been made manifest by proof. And what penal code can ever do this which does not or cannot just: 
ly graduate and apportion the punishment to the offence? None. Hence all experience proves, that 
where‘punishment is too sauguinary and severe, it can never s€cure the requisite certainty; courts, 
prosecutors, witnesses, and jurors, areat last but men, aud their.several duties and even their oaths are 
not more binding or controlling than the instructive principles of justice and humanity; these are ever 
seeking to apportion punishment to crime, and where this cannot be done, will rather suffer the guilty to 
escape altogether, than to inflict upon him excessive punishment, In such cases too, where the other 
means of escape fail, the pardoning power is almost always invoked with success, It need hardly be 
remarked, that where the punishment is too slight, or inadequate, thoughit may be certain, it can never 
che effectual. Sccutinized by these principles, we find the defect which lies at the very root of our pre- 
sent penal code. Some of our punishments are too sanguinary: others too slight; and all more or less 
incapable of being praperly apporlioned-to various and different degrees of guilt. The only instruments 
aod means of punishment known to-our laws, ure whipping, branding the pillory, confinement in. qurjcom- 
mon jails and death. Among these, death is too sanguinary ever to secure certainty of punishment, £x 
eept for a very few of the most atrocious crimes—perhaps it may be properly considered a just and puit- 
gole punishment for the crime of wilful and deliberate murder only. Aud yet, various other offences and 
an inferior grade, of that offence alsoare punished, or rather declared to be punishable with death by our 
daw. Whipping, branding, and the pillory, are punishments too barbarous in their charactet, and too re- 
yolting to the sensibilities of civilized society to secure certainty in any case; for minor offences at least; 

_ and they are too slight in their character as an adequate punishment for the more heinous offences; their 
duration of pain is too short, and the ignomy attached to them, operates too unequally, to be estimated as 
a substantial part of the punishment, inasmuch as ignomiey can cause but little terror to a majority of 
those who are proseented for infamous offences, In respect io the remaining punishmant ander our pre- 

gent system, namely. confinement iu our common jails, it becomes, in many cases, I believe,.a favor ra- ` 
ther than punishment; the prisoner livesia idleness and ease at the State’s expense. And a common , 
jail where numbers have to be confined together, is the most coniplete sink of moral dsbasement and 
eorrupting associations, that cap be imagined—the prisoners body becomes enervated—his heart de- 
praved—lis feelings debased—and wien he is turned loose, he is, in nine cases out of ten, a walking 
mass of moral contagion. -= 

Not to go into greater detail, it must be apparent to every mau who has bestowed the slightest at- | 

— tentionon the subject, that our present system is wholly ineffectual in respect to two very common of- 
fences;—and these two are both of ther offences which most intimately concern the peace and welfare 
of society. I allude to what in some-of the States is known and distinguished as ‘Murder in the secoud 
degree —and ‘Assault and battery_with intent to commit murder.’ ~~ 
We hear of homicides in differrent parts of the State continually, and yet how few convictions for 
murder, and still fewer executions? How is this to be accounted for? J can conceive of no other suf- 
ficient reason but this; most of these homicides are murderers in the second degree; that is, homicides 
done not upar cool and deliberate malice, such as is manifested by previous threats—old grudges—ly- 
ing in wait—poising—and concerted schemes to kill—but such as occur upon recent quarrels or sudden 
combats, where deadly weapons are resorted to without a strict or.absolute necessity for their use in 
self defence; or in other words homicides upon malice impelled bylaw. Such is the class of homicides 
which most frequetly occur in our country and are prosecuted in our courts as murders—in the frst de- 
gree as matter of course—no other distinction being known to our Jaw. Juries in such cases will pot 
convict in one case in every ten, as,experience proves. Why? Death is too rigorous, too awful a pan-* 
ishment for a majority of these cases; and juries having in most instances no alternative left bur to hang 
or acquit, they willoftentimes acquiteyen when persuaded fully that the Jaw demanda at their hands 
a different verdict. And further-when nature revolts atthe consequences ofa finding against the prison; 
er, and when always instructed by the courts that doubt amounts to an acquittal, how easy and how na- 
tural_is it for juries to satisfy and quiet theirconsciences with doubts over à subject so perpie ed and 
dutricate as the crime of murder, and acquit a guilty man while they ever persuade themselves that they, 
are acting up to the obligation of their paths, 
In regard to the ofher offence mentioned namely “Assault and Battery with intent to commit murder” | 
~ why isit that this ofeuce continues so common—why do we hear of stabbings and shootings almost dai- 
ly in some partor other in our State? It cavinot be justly said, 1am aware, that the punishment denounc- 
ed by our Jaw against this offence, is too-severe to ensure certainty. No; this objection does not Jie here 
~~it isone of quitea contrary character—forthe punishment denounce inst: this offence, although, 
it may be certain enough, is not adequate. The poena is fine and.imprisonment in our c 
jailu—aud reason and experience prove that it is insufficient in the terrcr which it inspires to prevent

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the offence. Where. say the courts is the use of confining a man in our comnion jails, beyond a week or 
a month at most? If he is a man without acute sensibilities he hes there at bis ease and at the expense 
of the State, And ifhe be a mpn of proud and honorable feelings, the going to jail is the chief punish- 
ment, not the staying there; after bcing actually put in, hia sensibjlities soon become blunted—bis situa: 
tion loses its horrors with ite novelty, aud he is liable only. tó become a worse man the longer, he remains 
in this state of idleness, inactivity and vicious association. Fhe reasons in both cases are against im- 
posing a long term of confinement ip our common jails: And, if these-reacons ate good, the éystein 
is bad, Sarr i f ; ~ | ae 

Call next ypon experienee, and what does it prove, concerning the adequaey of this punishment to prevent or dimin- 
ish the frequency uf this seca Is it not DEtssone thar dirks, dirk knives, Bow ie ae and Bistols, hate been year 
after year, more common in thecountry? These disgusting instruments for human, slaughter—most of them manufne- 
med with the highest skill, curiously wrought and embellished; and yery costly, are aa regularly worn by thousands of 
men in the community, as any part of their necessary wearing apparel, And ifthe present pusishment is adequate to 
theix suppression, why have stabbings and shootipgs become 90 fgat ibat the minds of peaceable men are kept çon- 
unuatly a nee and aped with citheg witnessing of hearing pf this yiplent, bloody and vwtrageous pffehce? ‘The eyi 
calls loudly fora remedy,” . ot, 

And will a Penitentiary, afford this, it may he asked? Such is my firm péxsuasion, I should be very happy tọ see 
Alabama iry the experiment atleast. A great many of the States have already tried it, and as I learn from authentic 
seqrces, have found it effectual, Some of the first experiments many years ago, did not succeed well, I amaware, but the 
system of confinement and labor, has how been matured apd perfected by time and experierice. Af this day it prevails 
syer more than two-thirds of the Union—among therest, in two of our adjoining States, Georgia and Tennessee, Géorpia 
s few years ago determined to abolish the system but. soon discovered her error, and returned to it dgain; and its intin- 
ence and effect in T'ermessee have been, ag { fearn, of the most decided and salutary character. Homicides there arerare, 
and the pregente of deadly wea pons in contests between man and man éxiremely so; and yet Tennessee a few years aro, 
apd before the establishment of her penitentiary, was as célehrated for shootings stabbing, and homicides, as Alabama 
pow is. Nothing will ever do this, T believe, buya penitentiary; far the great pucriple upon which that system dependi, 
guaranties its success. Confinement and hard labor can be so Jimjted_or extended, both in. their duration and degree, 43 
jo furnish to juried the means of assigning with accutacy to every species of crime, and to éyery separate instance af eyel 
the same spfcies of crime, the just and properquantum of punishment it deserves; this will and mugt sewe certainty 
of adequate punishment; and that will deter offenders and Suppress crime. f ‘ A 

But it is sometimes phicset thatthe penitentiary system is, mure expensiye than our present system, The objection I 
do not consider well founded. Take ont the nriginal cost of erecting the buildings, and I am satisfied, fram statistics 
which have come under my qhstrvation, thata well regulated pehitentinry after.a few years would defray its own expen- 
ses, Many, nay, most of the well regulated penitentiaries in the Union, uot only defray their awn penen but are a 
source of somie little revenue to the State? Under our present systém, we have to pay annually several thousand dollars 
of jail feea for victualling offenders, and this much would in all liketihoad be saved. ` L cannut accurately ascertain, what 
sum thé State has to pay on an average yearly, fot the purpose abaye mentioned, jnasmych, as no separate atcoant of 
the item of “ victualling offendérs,* has been kept. Bur the tiem for “apprehending, prosecuting, victualling atd re- 
moving public offenders,” amounted during the lást year, to $8,888 40, and I am inclined to thik, that the item of vic- 
tyatling alone must have constituted at least half of that sum, y , 

And what would be the cost of erecting penitentiary buildings for this State? Not more than fifty ox sixty thousand 
dollars at the highest ciletlaton. Several of’ the Eastern penitentiaries of large size, have been erected for sums fag Ue- 
low this. The Connecticut penitentiary at Wethersfield, fitted up for 232 convicts, cost but $35,000, the Baltimore pen- 
tenfiary, for 320 convicts, cost but $45,820 and the Nashyille penitentiaryiu Tennessee, for 200 convicts, cost but about 
$56,000. Butwhat would i or even one hundred thousand dollars be to the people of Afabama, who for three years 
past, baye not paid one cent of State tax, and have an gverfigwing treasury, proyided they gould thereby secure an efi- 
tjent and wholesome administration of penal justice? ` ; Soe ee eee 

_ Another objection usually made to the adoption of the penitentiary system, is, that when a penitentiary is once estab- 
lished, every trifle ig made a pententiary offene This objectidh does not go the principle, but relates aJtogether to the 
details of fhe system, ‘Ihe people can surely confide this mattet of detail and expediency with every other, to their rep- 
resentatives, who are as likely to consult their wishes,and obey their instractions, who are as likely to cohsult their 
wishes, gud obey their instructions in this, as in othéy cases, I consider this a complete answey to the ohjection. 

Another strange objection i¢sometimes mage to the penitentiary system, ig this z that the degradation of confinement 
in a penitentiary, is too extreme to conpect with offences which honorable and high-minded men are Hablein the frialty 
of human nature to commit. ‘This objection comes, in general, from suchas think it more high minded tadecide their 
awn quarrels with the Bowe kuife and pistol, than to inculcate and practice respect to civit authority, and obedience to 
thelaws. Lf these bigh minded individuals stand in such dread of the degredation of confinement in a penitentiary, it is 
tomy mind, the most convincing argument for the adoption of thé system. High minded men ought, of all others, to 
be law-gbiding men—if they be truly high minded, they wil} be so; from such examples of obedience and submissiow are 
_ expected. Mere pretenders will beslarmed ings submission, aul thatis what 1s most ñeeded. Their pride will do, what 

their principle will nor, When these are held. ji check, it is easy to control the ignorant and unpretending. 

It is sometimes even úrged that criminals äré too well treated in a penitentiary. T am for my own part, inclined to 
think, that bard Jabof—~cbarse food and clgi@Ming—gbsolute silence duting the day, and solitary confinement during 
the night, ate ds mach ag haman hature chat Well endures especially when continues for thonths or yearn together. 
‘These added to the ignominy ot the punishment, make penitentiaries, a8 I conceive, the most effectual terror ‘to evil 
doers that the wit of man ever yet deyised. a a eee ae : 

Thaye said nothing of the salutary influence, which this mode of punishment is caletiated to exert upon the offender 
himself} a4 compared with the contrary influence Which our present system is knows to hatet the exercise of body he 
enjoy$the mtans of motal improvement thrown in lis Way-~and the trade’ he actjvired &s contrasted with the ehervation 
of body, and cétruption of mind which the inactivity and vicious associations of aur common jails anu t ever produce; as 
it,has been my purpose to glance butslightly at the prominent features of the important subject jn hand, t will simply 
remark in conclasion of this i Ae that in my tumble judgment, ‘nothing which the presènt General Assémbly could 
do, would so much redoand to the welfare of the State, and their owit honor as the gatablishnent of a penitentiary; and

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Secretary states, that he has affixed the seal of State to five thousand State Bonds, for 
which he claims five thousand dollars, which however has not been paid to him. His Jet- 
ter is herewith reported. The commiitee can not but be surprised at such a claim. ‘There 
is a total absence of all legal authority fo sustain it, and if in any instance heretofore, it 
has been paid by the banks, it manifests in the opinion of your committee, very great 
carelessness and want of economy in the management of the money which has been in. 
trusted to them. The Secretary might with the same propriety, charge any officer, which 
he is called upon to commission, for the seal which he affixes to his commission. The 
Jaw referred to, by the Secretary, ciearly only authorized him to charge the fee of one - 
dollar for his certiicates, and the affixing the seul of State to those matters, which are 
merely of a private nature, and not fur any services rendered the State. In conclusion your 
commitiee beg ieave to offer the following joint resolution, and to recommend its adoption:

Hon Messrs Dayis,Seott and Andress. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Represenigtires: 
\In appearing before the msemised representatives of the people, for tir purpose of receiving in their 
presence, the solemn inizuctiuns of tue coustitutien, [ propose in pursunies of a custom, sanctioned by 
the high example of ali my predecessors in office, as well as most others in similar situations, respectfully 

to submit to you a brièf outline of the policy I design to pursue, and the prineip'es by which I intend to 
be gover din the discharge of the duties uf the responsib’e station to Winen L have been called, by the 
Voice of a-free and enlightened people. 

And, althouzh it has nat been my peculiar good fortune, to enter upon the C. charre of the important 
duties, appertaining to the Chief Magistracy of this State, amidst scene of so Linck prosperity as those 
by whieh some p viens of our history has been signalized—el.! ach a portion of our population are 
suffexing severely ioan the desolating hand of discase and deans aid an unusually large portion of our’ 
fellow-citizens acutely feel the oppressive weight of pecuniary + sharrassment; there is still abundant 
cause of gratulrtion, and of-gratitude to the Almishty disposer of events, that the people of our State, 
generally, are blest with the enjoyment of cxecilent health; that there is every reason to hope, and expect, 
that the husbandman will réceive an adequate recompense for bis industry, capital and labor; and above 
all, under the admirable furm of Government, which we received ag arich inheritance from a glorious 
aucestry, we are still in the enjoyment, without alley or the prospect of intcrruption, of a much larger 
portion of rational, regulated liberty than has follen to the Jot of any other people, in any of the ages or 
nations that have gone before us. And it is confidently believed, that while we continue to pursue the 
cyurve marked out by intelligence, virtue and patriotism, we may not only rt assurcd that we are safe 
in the enjoyment of the blessings and privileges flowing from that sy¥stein ourselves: but we may also 
indulge the pleasing hope, cf transinitting them unimpaired, through countless future gencrations, to our 
latest posicrity. 

In estimating the causes which bv their operation and iafluence have a tendency to elevate or de- 
press the character of communities; it ig casy to be perceived, that religion and sound morality are the 
only stable and la-ting pillars vpon which any system of free government, can ultimately depend. 
These great pillars have their only sure foundation in some wholesome, well regulated system of educa- 
tion. To the establishment and support of such a system should every cye be directed, and in favor af 
it, should our best energies be-excrtcd. Itis a eubject full of interest, and surrounded with the most 
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agreeable, as well as the most solemn reflections. Indeed, when we consider its influence in preparing 
mankind for usefulness and! respectability in this life, and for an higher state of enjoyment in that which 
ig to come, it is but natural that it should occupy a largé space in the reflections and déliberations of the ~ 
philanthropist, the patriot, and the stateeman. And it will afford me great pleasure, while I have the ` 
honor of a participation in the public councils to contribute my best exertions to the promotion of this 
great and important subject; Next to the cultivation; and expansion of those moral and intellectual fa- 
culties with which we have been endowed for wise and beneficent purposes, is, the improvement of the, 
natural physical resources with which we have been favored, from the same beneficent source. . 
_ To improve. the advantages of this description which we already enjoy, and to increase them by a 
well regulated system of internal'improvement, would, in my opinion, be promoting the permanent in- 
terest of every portion of the State and would be compatible, in every respect, with the extended intel- 
ligence and enterprising spirit of the age in which we live. X 4 
itis impossible to contcinplate that beautiful system devised for us by the wisdom-of our ancestors, 
without being deeply impressed with the indispensable necessity of keeping up a clear line of demarca- 
tion between the State snd Federal authorities. Indeed, I am so unalterably of opinion that it is by con- 
stant observance of this ling alone, that we can preserve our institutions in their pristine purity, that I 
enter upon the duties confided to me by my fellow citizens, with a fixed determination to yield a ready’ 
and cheerful compliance with ha laws of the United States constitutionally enacted, and to enforce N 
them too, so far as their faithful execution may depend on the exercise of the power with which the ex- 
ecutive of this State is invested by the constitution, on the one hand, and on the other, to stand as a cen- 
tincl on the watchtower, to guard, protect and defend the legitimate rights of the State from all encroach- 
ment, violation or abuse, tothe utmost of my ability. 
In connection with this delicate and interesting subject, ds to the relatiye powers, ‘rights and duties. 
of the State and Federal governments, I trust|it will not be considered amiss, upon this occasion, to 
present to you a candid expression of my viélys on a subject, in relation to which Fentertain opinions 
at variance with many of ot in the correctnes f whose judgment, generally, I have|great confidence, 


for the purity of whose patriotism, displayed upon hil proper occasions, places them above all suspicion. 

‘allude to the constitutional power of Congress to éstablish a National Bank. Viewiizg this question as 
one depending exclusively upon the powers of Congréss, I shall examine itin that ieni alone. For if*it 
can be shewn that Congress have no power to create such an institution, without an alarming encroach-, 
ment on the rights of the oat it would be an useless consumption of time to discuss the question of 
expediency—unless, indeed, we/have been so farjnfluenced and misled, by the disastrous cry of hard 
tines, as to be willing to surrender up our thost valuable nghts, at the shrine of oanedianey or conveni~ 
ence—a proposition to the|correctness of which I am by no means prepared to submit. 

The government of the United States, is'a government of limited powers. According to an express. 
provision of the Federal cdnstitution, all the powers not delegated to Congress by the constitution, nor: 
prohibited by it to the State, remain with the States respectively, or with the people. This provision 
constitutes and establishes the great citadel of the rights of the States, and the people. Fromits proud 
battlements the awful forms of tle fathers of the republic, with the guardian genius of the constitution at 
their head, are still secn, t rough the lapse of years, by the eye of patriotism, pointing to the grcat bar- 
rier they intended to establish between State and Federal authority, and which they fondly hoped would 

- stand forever, and saying to the latter, so far shalt thou go, and no farther. e 

In order to ascertain and determine, this question correctly, let us first examine the federal constitu- 

ion and see, if this (banking) power has been delegated to Congress? Is it to be found among the pow- 
- ters delegated to Congress? : . Esa 

The Federal constitution contains no provision, nor expression calculated, nor as is believed intended, 
to confer such a power, according to any established rule of interpreting language, or construing instru. 
ments. Mankind generally in ihe use of language, employ such terms as are best calculated to convey 
their meaning, especially when engaged in a subject so grave as the formation of fundamental law. 
And it is impossible to conceive that a body, a numerous body of men, who were noti only the brightest 
intellectual ornaments of the age in which they lived, but the rays of whose superidr intelligence will 
serve as a lamp to the feet of their descendants (while they continue to walk in the footsteps of their 
ancestors, and I hope they will never depart from them) through all future time, could not find terms, to 
empower Congress to incorporate a national bank, if they had intended to delegate that power. The 
constitution of the United | States is a written compact voluntarily entered into by the parties to it, for, 
the most important and salutary purposes; that its to assert for themselves, and secute to their childrer 
through countless generations, the enjoyment of the sacred rights of liberty and propprty, with all their 
attendant blessings, benefits i advantages. ‘The rule ratified by time, in the construction of written 
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instruments, (if they are doubtful in their terms) is, to resort to the intention of the parties. Let the 
uid of this rule be invoked. Was it the intention of the justly vencrated framers.of|the constitution to 
delegate this banking power to Congress? The warning voice of cotemporancous history answers the 
question. or the proposition to confer such a power on Consrese was made, and rejected by a large 
majority of that illustrious assembly. i . 

If then, this power so fur Hi having been delegated to Cantress was expressly withheld from them, 
let us proceed to inquire, whethér the next ground assumed for the exercise of this power can be be sus. 
tamed. Congress shall have power to pass all laws necessary aud proper for carrying the enumerated 
powers into effect. - | 


This, after the whole ductring of imphed powers has hecn sahau. ted, is the lust ang ouly ground upon 
j i n AA 
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which the advocates of a National Bank attempt to fortify themselves. But it cannot be successfully 
contended, that this provision confers upon Congress, any distinct, substantive power whutever. It ig 
merely in aid of the powers expressly granted, and was intended not to enlarge the express powers, but 
toenable Congress to carry the delegated powers into eflect. And so far from its having the effect of én- 
largine the powers of Congress, it operates, and was doubtless intended, to operate as a restriction and 
Imutation upon the powers of Congress, for it does not authorize them to pass all such laws as they may 
čeem expedient, but rigidly coatines them down to such, as are necessary and proper, (not for creating 
new powers) but for carrying the enumerated powers into effect, And it cannot require an extraordinary 
sireich of penetration and sagacity to distinguish between the enacument of laws to carry.given powers 
into eflect, and the exercise of a power not named in the constitution, and the unrestrained exereise of 
which would be greater than all the reat combined, and which in time, like Aaron’s serpent, would 
swallow up the rest. 

For once concede to Congress the Banking power, and it needs no ghost to tell us that they will soon 
‘accumulate to themselves all the other answers of the goyernment, the States and the people. Iam not 
— ignoram that a construction of the federal constitution, diferent from the one for which I contend, and 
which I believe to be conscientiously correct, has received the sanction of some of the greatest and best 
anen, that this, or any other country has produced—men whose talents entitle their opinions to the most 
exalted respect—ihe picture of whose lives reflected all the virtues. which adorn and embellish human 
= nature, and whose patriotism was as pure and spotless, as their lives were useful and glorious. But they 
were but men, and therefure kabie t. be mistaken; and however much I might be disposed to felicitate 
— w@miyself upon a coincidence of opinion with these matchiess spirits of an age’ gone by, or with that por. 

tion of my tellow-eiizens, wae concur with tuem iu opinion, a solemn conviction on my mind, leads to 
| the conclusion, as I have heretofore had oceas‘on to remark, that is better to forego the benefits that would 
— result trem the establishment of a National Bank of any kind, than to overstep the boundary of the con. 
sutution. I therefore adhcfe firmly to the opinion, that without an amendment of the federal constitution, 
Congress haye no power to Incorporate a bank of any kind. 
2 low far the operation and infiuence ef such an institution might tend to mitigate the severity of the 
— present peéuniary embarrassmenis of the country, I shall net, atihis time, assume the province of diter- 
: miming. Linctine strungly to the opinion, huwever, and my contidence in the correctness of that opinion 
-— iy a source of infinite seticfaction to me, that the enbarrassments of the people of this State, are not, by 
any meens so great or extensive, as many. no doubt honestly, believe. : 

And, even if [should be-mistaken in this opinion, it appears to me that I cannot be mistaken in sup- 
posing that pradcnce and sound economy in the contracting of debts, and promptness and punctuality in 
the } aj ment of them when contracted, wili be found much more etiectual safe gnards against pecuniary 
~~ embarrissments, than anysystem of banking whieh the ingenuity of man can devise. That a Bank of 

the United States. founded upon proper principes (ifthe constitution permitted it,) would to some ezint 
- have the effect of establishing a uniform currency, and of afiurding many facilities to cammeree, are pro- 
«©; positions the truth of which have never been denied by me. And if the proposition were submitted for 
the first time to clothe Congress with thet power, would be entitled to the most mature and deliberate con. 
sideration. But such is nutihe case. -A Bank of the United States has, during the existence of this 
government. beén in opéraGen fur furty years, within which period numerous banking institutions have 
7 been created by the ciitrent States. The last act incorporating a Bank of the United States has expir- 
” ed by the terms cf it limitation, and the real question which now presents itself to the people of the States 
and especially tu those who are ch. thed in this great crisis of our afiairs with the guardianship and protec. 
tion of their interest, is, whatcii et would the resumption of such a power, and the establishment of such 
an instititron have ou the interests of the State instimtions, and the private stock institutions created by 
-™ the auiuerity of the States. Fo regulate the currency. is the great benefit which the advocates of a na- 
tional bauk eceias tv expect fromit. There arein the absence of a national bank but two descriptions 
of currency in cirenmtion. Gold and siver and bank paper issued under the authority of the States. Tho 
value of the former is fxed and invariable. and requires no regulation, as its value is uniform threughout 
the nation. ‘Fhe -value-cfthe-other, like all similar representatives of money is liable to be affected by

What would an American citizen think if he was told at his entrance into life that,he was compelled 
to take upon him a load of debt, that the whole period of his existence, spent in the ordinary pursuits 
of gain, would be ton short to enable him to pay. Instead of looking upon the government as the ark 
of his political safety, and the depository in. which he could freely and cheerfully confide all his rights, 
he would view it with jealousy aud distrast, as an absorbing monster, that would devour the proceeds 
of days of toil, aud exact from him by constant drains the earnings of a weli spent life.

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Not only, was I opposed to this measure, from an apprehension that if might form a pretext for tak.

‘necessaries of the Government; but for the more obvious reason, that communities or individuals why 


contract pecuniary obligctions in prosperous times, will always be subjected to embarrassment and jp. 
convenience, and not unfrequently to inability to discharge them, via these culamuteus charges come 
upon them, from which neither Governments nor individuals are exc mpt. 

Nothing is better calculated to produce an harmonious action of our political system, than a frank and 
liberrl interchange, and a candid opinion among those who are clothed, by the constitution, with the 
exercise af the powers appertaining tothe different departments of the Government. Under the hfig- 
ence of this impression, [ have at this, my entrance into office, expressed my sentiments in relation to 
the topics I have felt it to be my duty to notice. with the frankness that should always characterize, the 
intercourse between the servants of a free people, not doubting, fora moment, that they will be respond. 
ed toin the same liberal and manly spirit, by tuose who are entrusted with the administration of the 
other departments of the Government. 

Perhaps the harmony of action cannot, in any way, be so weil preserved and maintained, or by confi- 
ning each department of the Governnient to its appropriate sphere of action, and the exercise of such 
powers as have been specially deleguted toit. Those confided by the constituticn to the department to 
which I have been called, by the unbias suffrage of a free people, are recommendatory and executive, 
And it affords me pleasure to state in this place and on this great public occasion, that the meritorious 


` labors and enlightened forecast, of my predecessors in this high office, especially those who no longer 


benefit the country by their services, nor embellish and adorn society by the constant exercise of the 
intellectual, moral and social virtues for which they were so eminently distinguished; and who have been 


translated to a brighter state of existence; have left unerring land marks to guide the footsteps of those 


who are disposed to imitate their examples, in administering the Government upon those sound princi- 


`; ples of republicanism, which are tie surest indications of superior intelligence and devoted patriotism,

The executive. branch of the duties of the Chief Magistrate, is, in every light in which it can be viewed, 
amatter of infinite delicacy and importance. The faithful execution of the laws of an enlightened com- 


` munity, is a matter of the last importance to buman society; and upon it depends toa great extent, all

that is beautiful in the theory or valuable in the practice of the Government, under which we live. ‘fo 
see such laws as the legislature in their wisdom may enact, faithfully executed, I consider as oneof the 


. most imperative requirements of the constitution. And although cases may occur in whieh it will be 
. proper to mitigate the severity of our penal code, by tempering tbe judgment with mercy, by the exer. 


cise of that clemency with which the executive is invested by the constitution, these cases must be 
marked by peculiar circumstances, aud will form exceptions, rather than tne general rule of official con- 
dact, which a »acred sense of duty will compel me to pursue, while I continue to discharge the functions 
of Governor cf the State of Alabama. i 

Itis impossible to recaz even fora moment tothe painful subject of crimes and punishments, without 
being struck with the necessity of some great, radicai and important chaoge in this respect. Our penal 


. code is too sanguinary, for the intelligence, and it is confidently believed, for the virtue, of the age ia 


t 


whìch we live. - 

If it be true, thatit is the certainty, more than the seventy of punishment, which operates asa pre- 
ventive of crime, that great end would in my opinion, be much more effectually secured, by the amelion- 
tion of our system of punishments. which at present bear tos close an affinity to the bloody code of the 
middle ages. A professional life, not of very short duration, not barren of incidents calculated to awaken 
reflection upon this subjeet, so intimately connected with humanity, as well as public justice, has brought 
my own mind fally to tié conclusion, that a well digested aad properly arranged system of penitentiary 
punishments, would be the best that human wisdom could devise. Whether this be the proper timefor | 
introducing such a change is a question properly referable to the wisdom of the Representatives of the 
people. From the advanced period of your present session, at which I enter upon my official duties, I 
am net sensible ol any necessity, for troubling you with an additional communication in the form of a 


_ regular message. And even if circumstances should hereafter render it proper, I shall find my labors 


very much abridged, by the able and judicious views sabmitted to you by my immediate predecessor iu 
office, who by a long life of faituiul and patriotic public service has eminently entitled him to theses- 
pect,esteem and gratitude of the peop'« cf this State, and in the correctness of whose views as subit- 
ted to you in his annual messige, generaily,! fully concur. | 
It would be doing violence to my own sense of duty, were I to omit upon this solemn and interesting

That obligation I can only hope to discharge, by a constant endeavor to perform with fidelity the va 
ous and important duties connected with the trust confided tome. And althoughjI am too deeply conscidis 
of the inadequacy of my ability to discharge in the manner that I could wisu, and which the people have 
a right toexpect, the multifarious duties connected with the chief magistracy of this State; so fur as yp- 
right zeal and honest intentions can atone for incorapetent abilities, I shall not be found wanting- 
Conscious of the rectitude of my intentions and depending for support on the Jiberality and patriotism 
of the people to sustain me in the administration of the laws, with a firm relianée on the overruling 
wisdom and goodness of divine providence, I shall enter upon the duties alotted to me by the constitu 
tion, with an immovable determinatiun to be governed by no other principle, than a desireto promote the 
happiness, welfare and prosperity of the peuple of Alabama—uniniluenced by any other motive than the

buthe slow dnd uncertain remedy at law in a distattt county.~promising from year'to year to pay out of 
the proceeds of the next crop, and failing to dó se—plating, and otherwise, false packing cotton, have 
been repeatedly practised by persons residing in the interior upon the Merchants of Mobile, of which 
they have equal reason to complain, and upon the yery principles of this bill haye a ri rht to call for the

‘Verritory aboye om th are desirous to come and compose a part of our State, and it seems 


but natural, ag from their Idcation, their intérests must be identified with ours—and they are 
farther enabled to state, that it is deemed as throwing little or no obstacle, in the way of East 
and Middle Florida, from becoming at us early a period as possible, q State of this Union; 
the only remate or possible contingency, to which the eye of the statesmah can be turned, as’ 
bhel, to offer the objections to the accession of the Territory now proposed ta be obtained — 
Your committee need not enlarge upon the incalculable advantages offered tə the citizens of this 
as well as the adjoining States— nor need they refer to the improvemenis now under progress, 
connecting the Harbour af Peninsula with many other internal improvements of this State, di- 
verging mM every direction, and being, the produgtions of every clime, through the, yery bosom 
of cur country, nor need they suggest the necessity of having the control ‘of all laws concerning 
the regulations of trade at Pensacola, undér the supervision of the legistature.of this State, as a 
large portion of the trade, bothof North as well as South Alabama, must) necessarily go to that 
- port owing to the advantages it possesses aver any other on the Southern coast, as soon ag the im- 
ptovements that are now under progress be campletéd. Nor need your eoipnitee enlarge on the 
beauty, eafety end advantagepus location of a new sea-port town, on our Southermborders. “Poe 
- accutest reasoner cdnnol possible conceive of theacgiusition to commerce in having a direct trade 

from Europe to a city bordering on the Gulf of Mexico, within the confines of our State, and 
under the control of our laws, affording a,great thoroughfare for the proijuctions of every soil 
and country. For these and various other reasons, your committee recommend the: folowing

L. Martin, who was appointed a commissioner to receive, examine, qudit and settle all claims against 
the State, growing eut of the late Indian hostilities by virtue of an act passed for that purpose, approv- 
ed December 22d,.1836, reported that they have, according to order, had the same. under examisation 
aud report that it was made the duty of the commissioner by the law, authorizing the appointment, not 
only to receive, examine, audit and settle all of the claims against the State growihg out of the late Tn- 
dian hostilities in this State, atid the Seminole hostilities in Florida, but it wasalsa made his. duty, to 
examine the claims allowed by|the Legislature during the annual session of 1536, and to record the same in 
a well bound book forthe use ofthe present General Assembly. The commissioner, in the opinion of 
pah committee, has discharged the duties of his office with fidelity and correctness and with a due re- 

ard to the interebts of the State, in the adjustment of all claims presented. ‘The commissioner has a- 
dopted as his rule of action, the regulations of, and observed in the army of the United States, and no ac- 
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i 
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cvunthas been allowed by him for articles which isnot allowed to soldiers in the military service. This 

rule might seem to be too rigid, and may be so regarded by the “citizen soldiers,” but in the opinion 

of your committee no other rule could have been adopted wjth a due regard to economy, though by it 

many seemmgly meritorious clajms nave heen rejected. ‘Lhe commissioner in the discharge of his 

duties, has from the time of his appointment to the 16th of November, 1837, when his report was com- 
municated to this House, has allowed claims against the Sthte growing out of Indian hostilities to the 
amount of $17,658 58,:and since the date of his report he hastaliqwed other claims to thé amount of $4.- 
433 84 amounting in all to $22,092 37 for which he drew his warrant as he was authorized todo, on the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts; and all of which have beenaid. The original accounts with their ve- 
rifications with the receipts of the claimants, are on file in the office of the commissioner, The com- 
missioner also. in the performance of bis duty, has recorded ina bound book, all the claims for which 
specie appropriations had been made by-the General Assembly at the session of 1836, which fie could 
find. The commissioner states in hisreport that be has been unable to obtain more than one-half of 
these claims, that he had searched in vain for them. It isito he regretted that any of the youchers 
should be Jost, but no possible blame can be attached to thé commissioner. The act suthorizing the

I protest against the publication of the report of the cashier of the branch bank at Mobile, 
purporting to be a correct statement of the total amount of liabilities of all officers and direc- 
tors of said branch bank, including those liabilities incurred and unpaid by persons, who at the 
time of contracting said liabilities were directors, &c.; which report was furnished this House 
under the following resolution: , 

Resolved, That the committee on the State Bank, be instructe 
the State Bank and the Presidents of the several branch banks of the State of Alabama, to fur- 
nish them with a correct statement of the total amount of liabilities of al} officers ‘and directors. 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several branches. including those liabilities incur- 
red and unpaid by persons: who at the time of contracting said liabilities, were officers or direc- 
tors of said bank or branch banks, and report the same to this House. 

It must be manifest to all reflecting and business men, that the report furnished frors the branti: 
bank at Mobile, under this resolution, was not such an one as was required or expected to be 
made, and if it were, its publication was an invasion of the chartered rights of our citizens, as 
will be seen by reference to the following enactments: By the 12th section of the act, for the 
establishment of the Bank of the State of Alabama, authority is given to the General Assem- 
bly, to inspect the general accounts in the books of the bank, and to appoinj. a committee for 
that purpose. It isalso made the duty of the comptroller to inspect such general accounts; as 
often as he may think proper, with this proviso, that nothing in the clause giving such authority, 
shall imply a right of inspecting the account of any private individual, or any body corporate 
with the Bank, Fn the 16th section of the same act, in regard to the powers of the comptroller, 


to examine the condition of the bank, there is a proviso to the same effect, viz: That the act _ 


shall not be construed to imply a right of inspecting the private accounts of any individual or 
individuals with the bank. 1n the 32d section of the same act, prescribing the duties of the joint 
examining committee of both Houses of the General Assembly, there is a proviso of similar im 
port, so far as the rights of private individuals are concerned, unless those individuals are pal- 
pably conneeted with some imputed violation of the charter, mismanagement of the affairs of 
the bank, or some fraud or imposition, practised on the directors or officers of the institution.—. 
dn the 21st section of the act establishing thé branch bank at Montgomery, there is to be founda 
similar proviso, in respect to the power of the General Assembly, to examine the general ac- 
counte of the bank, prohibiting them from inspecting the deposite account of any individual &c. 
The same proviso is to be found in the acts for the establishment of the branch banks at Mobile 
and Decatur. S ose 
By these several provisions of law, it plainly appears that the legislature intended to protect 
the rights of individuals in their dealings with the several banks, and’prevent such public expo- 
sure of their accounts ag might prejudice their interests. The wisdom and justice of this policy 
on the part of the legislature, is so apparent, that it requires no argument to sustain it. Yet 
- what has been the course of the House of Rearesentatives in respect to this matter; has it not 
been in violation of.this policy and calculated essentially to prejudice the rights of individuals,

Can it bé for one -moment believed that mercantile firms in Mobile, which for yeara 
previous to the, disastrous revulsion in business during the past season, were in full undoubted and - 
deserved credit, should be suffered to remain indebted. td.the bank in such large amounts.on ac- 
count of liabilities incurred when one of the firm was a director some tireé or four years previ-° 
ous, ‘Che supposition is preposterous, and the only conclusion to which we can arrive in regard 
to those persons shown to be largely indebted .at this time, and wha have not for years been 
members of the board of Directors, is that the existing debt has been contracted long since they 
were in office. [f thlg be true, (as in regard to many of the accounts I know to be so,) these 
individuals stand in their relation to the banks and the legislature, precisely.in the attitude of 
private citizens, whose rights and interests are under the existing laws of this State in this inat- 
ter, effectually protected. The publication of the report, therefore, so far as respects these per- 
sons, is in violation of their rights, aud cannot be justified under the resolution. ` 

The report is calculated to mislead the legislature, and deceive the public in another respect.
